\Va.-<hinirtnn, Ju ly 31.— The confident prediction that 100.000 
strikInpr railway shopmen will Ik* back at their posts before the 
end of the week and probably before, was made today by yovern- 
ment officials who have been handling the critical situation caused 
by the twin rail and coal strikes. 
Messages to the White Mouse during the last 24 hours show 
that a majority of the T48 railroad executives who will meet in 
New York tomorrow will accept President Harding*« terms for 
settlement of the strike. 
The president’s terms, as stated by the United Press, already 
have been virtually accepted by the shopmen leaders, and the meet­ 
ing of 00 members of the strikers i»olicy committee in Chicago to­ 
morrow will lie mainly for the purpose of ratifying this agreement.

Au di 
ap p reciatin g - the situ atio n in which the Presiden t fin ds himsrlf, 
the citizen ship o f the Un ited States will lie su bstan tially in ac­ 
co rd with the statemen t o ffered by the Presiden t to the p u blic, fn 
rep ly to a critic o f the attitu de o f the admin istratio n to wards the 
strikin g co aJ min ers. 
The Presiden t o f the Un ited States is n o t ex p ected to rep re­ 
sen t an y o n e p articu lar elemen t m Hie n atio n ’s life. 
He is-elected 
by the majo rity o ! the p eo p le to the chief ex ecu tiv e o fHce within 
the g ift o f the n atio n , an d as the in cu mben t o f that o ffice it is 
his p riv ileg e an d du ty to seek tire adv an tag e o f the p eo p le as a 
wrho le. 
Bu t co n flictin g elemen ts fin d it difficu lt to believ e that when 
the Presiden t attemp ts fo g iv e an imp artial decisio n in the in ter­ 
est o f the n atio n at larg e, he is n o t lean in g to wards the* o p p o site 
factio n . An d this co n ditio n o f min d is likely to remain , n o matter 
ho w- ju st the decisio n s o f the chief ex ecu tiv e may be. 
Fo r in n 
rep u blic, wherein the p residen t, while the cho ice o f the majo rity , 
n ev ertheless p resides o v er the destin ies o f a co u n try co n tain in g 
man y co n flictin g in terests, it is n o easy task to satisfy the man y 
factio n s. 
In the midst o f a stern co n flict, labo r with difficu lty sees that 
the Un ited States is n o t a g o v ern men t o f the p ro letariat bu t a g o v ­ 
ern men t in which all the v ario u s co mbin atio n s mu st hav e rep re­ 
sen tatio n an d co n sideratio n . 
An d it is eq u ally tru e that emp lo y ­

to rs o v er the strikin g min ers. The o ld ex p ressio n , “ It is like ship ­ 
p in g co als to Newcastle,” u sed to sho w that a matter is n o t wo rthy 
o f fu rther discu ssio n lo st its p o in t du rin g that y ear. 
In 1922 
En g lish min ers are min in g co al which is bein g ship p ed to o u r 
p o rts. 
In bo th cases the min ers claimed the rig ht to wo rk ev en 
tho u g h their do in g so imp eriled the wo rkin g co n ditio n s o f their 
fello w-s in o ther fields. 
An d at this time the railro ad wo rkers,

An d ag ain , the men in the min es are reap in g ihe 
fru its o f the wo rk o f labo r u n io n s, in stan dard o f wag es, n u mber 
o f ho u rs, safety dev ices, an d n u mero u s o ther thin g s. 
They are 
satisfied to reap this reward, while the men who earn ed it, by 
p ro cess o f barg ain in g with the o p erato rs, are su fferin g the p riv a­ 
tio n s o f a strike that the stan dard wo n may n o t be taken fro m 
them. The men at wo rk are reap in g w itho u t so win g . 
Bo th sides will do well to Concede that Presiden t Hardin g is 
do in g his best to meet the situ atio n s which arise in the sp irit o f 
fairn ess, in ten t u p o n secu rin g the wtll-bein g o f the co u n try as a 
who le.

PIJ ESI DENT ll A IIM NIPS POSIT J ON 


P resident Harding, last week, issued a concise and clear 
statement of his position on the coal mine and railroad strikes. And 
appreciating the situation in which the President finds himself, 
the citizenship of the United States will be substantially in ac­ 
cord with the statement offered by the .President to the public, in 
reply to a critic of the attitude of tho administration towards the 
striking coal miners. 
The President of the United States is not expected to repre­ 
sent any one particular element in the nation’s life. He is-elected 
by the majority of the people to the chief executive office within 
the gift of the nation, and as the incumbent of that office it is 
his privilege and duty to seek the advantage of the people as a 
whole. 
But conflicting elements find it difficult to believe that when 
the President attempts to give an impartial decision in the inter­ 
est of the nation at large, he is not leaning towards the opposite 
faction. And this condition of mind is likely to remain, no matte? 
how just the decisions of the chief executive may be. 
For in a 
republic, wherein the president, while the choice of the majority, 
nevertheless presides over the destinies of a country containing 
many conflicting interests, it is no easy task to satisfy the many 
factions. 
In the midst of a stern conflict, labor with difficulty sees that 
the United States is not a government, of the proletariat but a gov­ 
ernment in which all the various combinations must have repre­ 
sentation and consideration. 
And it is equally true that employ­ 
ers feel concerned about any presidential interference with their 
assumed rights, so that even when the President suggests that 
seniority rights be re-instated certain executives straightway af­ 
firm that such rights will not be restored. 
Accordingly, whether the influence of the chief executive bo 
brought to bear upon one side or the other with a view to pro­ 
moting national welfare through a return to coal ^w incing and 
normal railroad movements, he is subjected to criticisms from the 
side asked to make concessions. 
President Harding in his answer stated a fundamental fact 
when he said: 
“That same unchallenged freedom which permits 
you and your associates to dtu^tinPTD work is no less the heritage 
of the free American who chooses to accept employment under the 
terms proposed.” 
Such is the general principle which underlies 
American life. And labor itself has in many ways proved that it 
stands for this principle, or in denying the principle proves 'ts 
own position—-assumed at times—to have been inconsistent. 
Iii 
1921, during the British coal strike, American miners held lo their 
right to work, even though the product of American mines was 
being shipped to English shores, for the purpose of relieving tilt 
shortage over there so that a victory would be won by the opera­ 
tors over the striking miners. The old expression, “ it is like ship­ 
ping coals to Newcastle,” used to show that a matter is not worthy 
of further discussion lost its point during that year. 
In 1922 
English miners are mining coal which is being shipped to our 
ports. 
In both cases the miners claimed the right Lo work oven 
though their doing so imperiled the working conditions of their 
fellows in other fields. 
And at this time the railroad workers,, 
with the exception of certain unions, are claiming their right Lo 
work and are working. This expression of the President will be 
accepted as a fundamental truth. 
But while the public in general agrees with the President 
it is well that the public should understand labor’s position. 
La­ 
bor takes the attitude that the protect ion of the miners who are 
at work carries with it protection of the operators who are one 
party to the dispute which is hindering the mining of coal. 
As 
soon as this party to the dispute, the operators, agrees with the 
other party to the conflict, the miners, the mining of coal will 
be resumed. 
And again, the men iii the mines are reaping the 
fruits of the work of labor unions, in standard of wages, number 
of hours, safety devices, and numerous other things. 
They are 
satisfied to reap this reward, while the men who earned it, by 
process of bargaining with the operators, are suffering the priva­ 
tions of a strike that the standard won may not be taken from 
them. The men at work are reaping without sowing. 
Both sides will do well to concede that President Harding is 
doing his best to meet the situations which arise iii the spirit of 
fairness, intent upon securing the will-being of the country as a 
whole. Upon his shoulders are laid the mistakes of all his admin­ 
istration’s departments, including those of the railroad labor 
board.
